In accordance with the 19th Resolution of the 40th annual 
convention of the Evan. Lutheran Synod of North Carolina, 
the ministerial members with their respective lay delegates 
assembled on the 30th of April, 1847, in Organ church, Rowan 
County, N.C. At 10 o0’clock, A. M., the services preparatory 
to the organization of Synod were opened with a sermon by 
the President, Rev. S. Rothrock, from I. Thes. ii. 11, 12. 

Divine service being concluded, and after an intermission 
of half an hour, the President then called the Synod to order, 

_and opened the first session with singing and prayer. 

The Secretary then called the roll, noting the absentees,

PRESIDENT’S, REPORT. 


Breparen : 

Another year of our existence and of our Ministry has passed away, and we 
are again assembled in our regular annual synodical capacity. Since our ‘ast 
meeting at Union Charch, many of our race “have gone the way of ali flesh,” 
and not only have many valuable and influential private members of the church 
been removed from this state of trial, but, as appeared from the obituary notices 
in the Lutheran Observer, some of the Ministers within the bounds of some other 
synods, have also been called to their reward. But our number has not been di- 
minished, and we are again allowed, in the good providence of God, to greet each 
other as brethren and ministers, laboring together in the same good cause, the 
cause of piety and sound christian morality. We are assembled together in the 
name of Him, who is the Head of the church, and “ God over all blessed forever,” : 
to communicate, what, by the divine blessing, has been done among the people ot | 
our several charges, to unite our prayers and our counsels for our own end our ! 
neighbor’s good, and to deliberate upon the best interests of the church. May we : 
have much of the meek and the humble mind that was in Christ, and an enlarged | 
measure of the enlightening, ee and guiding influences of the Holy Spirit, : 
to lead us into all the truth.

you a detail of my official acts — the -_ year. My official acts have been 
but few. “ 

On the 26th of last sey, Taio, eaten ase an ad interim License to Bro- 
ther W. H. Fink. Brother Fink had received a License of similar import during 
the year preceding the past, from my predecessor in office. — Afterwards said 
Brother journeyed into South-western Virginia, and at the time of our last meet 
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ing was under the intention,of Jocating in that State. But when your delégate 
went on to the meeting of the, South-western Virginia synod in May last, Br. f°. 
came to the conclusion, for reasons satisfactory to himself, again to return to North 
Carolina, which he accordingly did. But the term of his License, obtained from 
my predecessor, had expired. “ And, as he wished to have authority to preach the 
Gospel during the interval between'that time and the present meeting, he applied 
to me for proper credentials. After deliberation on the subject, I gave him a Li- 
cense extending to this meeting of synod. It will now become the duty of the 
Ministerium regularly to examine Br. F. as to his qualifications for the gospe! 
ministry, and then act in accordance with the result of such examination. 

On the 30th of last September, I received a communication from Br. J. B. An- 
thony, informing me of the resignation of the charge of the congregation in Salis- 
bury. Since then said Br. gave me a verbal notice, that he had also resigned the 
charge of Union church. Since Br. Anthony’s resignation in Salisbary, the con- 
gregation in that place has been at least partially supplied, by several other breth- 
ren. I am unable to say, whether these congregations have taken any definite 
action yet, as to their future course, but it is to be hoped that they will not long 
delay to adopt efficient measures for the permanent settlement of a minister 
among them. 

On the 15th of October last, I received a letter from Br. J. Crim, the delegate 
appointed at our last meeting to attend the meeting of the South Carolina synod 
last fall, in which he informed me of the impracticability of his attending the 
meeting of our brethren in the South. The 2d. Sec. of the 8th Chap. of our Con- 
stitution, gives the power to the President, Secretary and delegate elect, to fil! va- 
cancies in such cases, and having been previously apprised that Br. Anthony con- 
templated a journey to the South at that season, he received the appointment ot 
substitute. Br. Anthony, however, afterwards also found it impracticable to meet 
our brethren in the South, and as the time was then too short to make any further 
arrangements for the appointment of a delegate, consequently none went from 
this Synod. 

I am unable, for the want of accurate information, to lay before you a correct 
statement of the state of the church generally, within our limits. From some ot 
the brethren I received written, and from others verbal accounts of the spiritaa! 
condition of their several charges, from which it would appear, that, altho’ there 
have been no special out-pourings of the Spirit and revivals of religion, yet as a 
whole, the church appéars to be moving, slowly it is true, yet steadily forward.— 
Our ministers.as a body, appear to be industriously employed in preaching the 
Word, in laboring with commendable zeal for the religious instruction and edifica- 
tion of belieyers, and for the conversion of the irreligious and unawakened ; and 
tho’ we cannot. record any extraordinary interest on the subject of religion, their 
labors nevertheless appear not to have been without encouraging success. Brot})- 
er Arey wrote me,under date of the 10th inst., that he has been preaching on the 
Statesville Read, six miileswwest of Salisbury, at which place the people had re- 
solved.on. the erection/of a, new house of worship. It is to be hoped, that the 
praise- worthy object:contemplated by these people, may be accomplished ° 
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In looking over the extent of our charch' within the bounds of our Synod, it is 
to be lamented, and deeply lamented, that we have so many destitute congrega- 
tions, which are famishing for the want of spiritual bread. They are like sheep 

without a shepherd, having none to lead them to the fountain of living waters. — 
And what is to be lamented more than all, is, that We appear to be unable to sup- 
ply them with ministers. In Catawba, Davidson and Stokes counties, we have 
vacant fields, which afford ample room for ministerial enterprize and labor, and 
abundant material to operate upon, and which might,and no doubt would, become 
interesting pastorates, provided they could be supplied in time with pastors. The 
hope was entertained last winter, that our destitute brethren in Catawba county, 
would be supplied with a spiritual shepherd in the person of Br. J. D. Stingly, a 
licentiate of the Synod of South Carolina. Br. S. called at my house last fall, 
stating, that he had come to North Carolina in quest of a field of labor. He was 
recommended to visit our brethren in Catawba, and at the same time I gave him 
a letter of introduction to a prominent member residing in Newton. He was also 
nccompenied thither by Br. Linn, who tarried with him several days, and aided 
him in forming acquaintances, and gave him such other aid as the shortness of the 
‘ime would admit of. But I regret to learn, incidentally, that said Pr. has again, 
for reasons no doubt satisfactory to himself, returned to the South, and that our 
brethren in Catawba did not succeed in securing his services. From a private 
letter written by Br. S. to a member of this Synod, and which was kindly placed 
i my hands, it is to be feared, that he came to N. C. under somewhat erroneous 
impressions. Ife appears to have had the impression, that our Synod stood pledg- 
ed for the support of any minister who would take charge of the congregations in 
Catawba. He no doubt received this impression from a private communication 
acdressed by a member of this Synod to a brother in the South. 1 regret that Br. 
S. did not make known to me, when at my house, what his impressions on that 
subject were, as I should then have recommended him to the attention of the Ex- 
ecutive Committee of our Missionary and Education Society. 

I received a letter under date of Feb. 20th., from our much esteemed brother, 
Jacob Scherer, formerly a member of this body, but now a member of the Synoul 
of South-Western Virginia, in which he informed me, that he labored for severai 
months during the past year.in our destitute congregations in Davidson and. Stokes 
counties, and would have continued his labors for a few months longer, had he 
not fallen a victim to the ague and fever, from which he had not yet recovered. 
Brother Scherer labored under the auspices of the Executive, Committee of the 
Missionary and Education Seciety, and it is to be much regretted that his health 
tuiled him, and thus incapacitated him for the prosecution ef his labvers, as he had 
designed doing. From Br. 5S. letter it would appear, that the prospecis of reviving 
and building up our vacant congregations in Davidson and Stokes counties, are 
decidedly cheering and encouraging, provided they could ‘be speedily supplied with 
the preaching of the gospel and administration of the ordinances of our holy re- 
ligion. Brother S. suggests as a good plan for the reyival of these congregations, 
the holding of protracted meetings by the brethren ef from six 40 ten days)con- 
tinuance, a suggestion which will no doubt meet with @ cordial response fromthe

bosom of every brother, . Unies these congregations are. speedily supplied and 
attended to, they will dwindle away,altogether and become absorbed by other de- 
nominations. This would be a deplorable result, as they generally have good ain! 
-omfortable houses of worship, and in some cases considerable bodies of valuable 
land attached to them. “ The harvest truly is plenteous, but the laborers are few - 
Pray ye, therefore, the Lord of the harvest that he will send forth laborers into 
his harvest.” 

Our Constitution was adopted at the last meeting of our Synod, as revised ani 
amended by a committee appointed for that purpose. The first section of tlic 
first chapter requires that all the Ministers of Synod subscribe their names there- 
unto. As the Constitution has no doubt now been regalarly transcribed by t) 
Secretary into the blank Book in the Archives, I would therefore recommend, tha: 
the Ministers belonging to this Synod be called upon at this meeting to subscri) 
their names to the same, and that they subecribe their names according to the!r 
age in office.

And also the 
appointment of another committee to make settlement with thé Ex-Treasure 
of the Centennary Fund, to transfér the same to the ‘Treasurer who wa:

‘The same marked activity and zeal attend these brethren 
that have, heretofore, characterized them. Martinsburg, Va., was chosen as the

Our minutes and letters of correspondence with this body have all been favora- 
bly noticed. They cherish toward us that kind regard and brotherly love, hereto- 
fore manifested, and heartily sympathize in view of the great destitution of labor- 
ers within the bounds of our synod. There are several matters of interest touch - 
ing our synod, but these have been, or still may be, brought to your notice. Their 
President, Rev. J. C. Hope, was appointed corresponding delegate to this body. 
and Rev. E. B. Hort, his alternate. We are gratified in noting the presence of 
brother Hope among us. From the report of the Board of Directors, we are 
gratified to learn, that, “ notwithstanding the age of their venerable professor, he 
still eontinues to enjoy the full and unimpaired confidence of the Board.” Thev 
had, at last session of synod, eight stadents connected with the insfitation, fire ot 
of whom were viewed as preparandi, and three Theological, pursuing their studies 
at different stages. 

One student was examined and received licensare. In consequence of the rapid 
growth of this synod, and the large territory over which its members are scattered. 
they have in contemplation to form a New Synod West of the Savannah River. 
All the benevolent institutions of the day meet with a cordial support by this Sy- 
nod. May the Great Head of the Church continue to rule them to the end.—
